A year ago, the directors of KRAB's 
Jack Straw Memorial Foundation set up a 
committee to review KRAB programming - 
defining basic goals and procedures.

Lorraine Sakata, Alan Swenson, Nancy 
Keith, Gary Margason, Libby Sinclair, 
Jamie Garner and Nashira Priester. 


KRAB policy on programming has never 
been written down in any complete 
sense. During 17 years of experimental 
programming done by hundreds of volun- 
teers and staff, ideas on what consti- 
tutes “good radio," alternative radio 
and public service have sometimes 
fluctuated and changed radically. 
Listeners, volunteers and staff have 
not always been in agreement on the. 
best way to achieve both quality and 
diversity in programming. 


The program committee's purpose is to 
clarify KRAB's goals and then to sift 
through 17 years experience and through 
the ideas of everyone associated with 
the station to improve both program 
content and broadcast quality. 


The following basic principles were 
developed by the committee and approved 
by the KRAB Board, unanimously, last 
summer: 


"While recognizing that KRAB program- 
ming must be the diverse, indescribable 
expression of many volunteers and staff 
members, the following statement 
describes ideal programming goals. 


lis That KRAB present programming of 
the highest possible quality, estheti- 
cally, informationally, and intellec- 
tually, with an emphasis on spontaneity 
and candor. 


2% That KRAB programming encourage 
diversity, reflecting both the local 
and worldwide community by actively 
offering access and seeking programming 
from all sub-groups, however they be 
defined; racially, economically, 
politically. 


3. That KRAB not limit itself to a 
Single viewpoint or esthetic, but 
instead challenge its listeners and 
producers to develop their own by 
actively seeking and broadcasting 
multiple viewpoints on particular 
issues, providing an arena for debate 
and analysis of those viewpoints. 


The programming committee is currently 
working toward specific definitions and 
policies and is also setting up prac- 
tices for improving KRAB's air sound - 
both verbal and technical. 


Throughout this process, the observa- 
tions and ideas of all KRAB supporters 
will be welcome.
